Clarify the Water. 

A discovery, which has been In use | 
for several years in some of the 
western cities, has just been called to 
the attention of our city authorities.

From the representations made by 
those who have used this machine 
(and they are very enthusiastic 
about it), it would look like it was 
the very thing that our water com- 
pany needs to remedy our supply of 
liquid mud so much of the year. 

The machine is an invention of 
Mr. Jay Noble, of St. Louis, Mo., 
and is manufactured by the "Jay 
Noble Water Clarifying Co.," of that 
city. 

If it can, us it is positively affirm- 
ed, clarify the Mississippi river 
water used at St. Louis, we need not 
fear but that it will work here.

The Assures in the sub-granite for-

goi-H on, slight crackling sound can 
be heard along the mountain canons, 
no doubt caused by the bursting of 
the rocks that are heing displaced hy 
the seismic movement of the earth. 
These reports grow louder and louder 



until the noise can be head as dis- 
tinctly as a shot gun that can be 
fired a hundred yards away, and 
then the loud reports decrease again 
until they are no more heard for 
some times a month or less. The 
sounds of human voices I account 
for in this way. Down near the 
mouth of canon Los Huertos the 
valley opens out until there is room 
for several hundred Mexicans to 
make a living off of the narrow 
strips of land along the watercourse 
by irrigation. Now during the -print; 
of the year, whenthe river is flowing 
from the head to the mouth of the 
canon, the air along the course of the 
canon becomes humid, while the 
surrounding air is very dry, and, as 
moisture is a good conductor ol 
sound, the body of air lying along the 
canon conveys the sound of the 
voices of the dwellers who live down 
in its lower end back along this 
moist air body up to the upper end 
of the cannon w here the confused 
sounds of voices is audibly heard. 
It would pay one to go a long way to 
go to Los 'Huerlos to hear these un- 
cany human voices and hear the re* 
ports of gun-like sounds.
